Albany , N. Y., May 24.—By a vote of 
35 to 2 the senate passed the assem­ 
bly bill regulating cold storage ware­ 
houses and the sale of cold storage 
food. 
The bill provides that the new 
law shall apply to all foods ex cepting 
nuts, fruits, cheese and vegetables. 
Hereafter it is unlawful for a cold 
storage house to receive any kind of 
food which is not in an apparently 
pure and wholesome condition. 
It is 
to be marked with the day , month and 
y ear when received for refrigeration, 
and such food shall also be stamped 
with the date when it is removed from 
the warehouse. 
The bill further pro­ 
vides that foods shall not be kept in 
cold storage for a longer period than 
ten calendar months, ex cept that but­ 
ter stuffs may be 
kept for twelve 
months. 
It is further provided that 
cold storage foods when sold shall be 
so represented.

of th e provision for th e “recall of th e 
ju diciary^”

Th e resolu tion as passed, h owever, 
proposes an am endm ent to th e Arizo­ 
na constitu tion providing th at th e ju ­ 
diciary of th e new state sh all not be 
su bject to recall by popu lar vote.

advantage gained by th e opponents of 
th e recall of th e ju diciary is th e fact 
th at th e people of Arizona will h ave a 
ch ance to vote on th is im portant qu es­ 
tion as a single proposition.
